IN NEW LIGHT. 


Parnell’s Course in the O’Shea Di- 
vorce Scandal Explained. 


Revelations Following the Settlement 
of the Wood Will Case, 


WHY THE DEAD LEADER REFUSED TO 
APPEAR IN COURT. 


Hitherto Unpublished History Which 
May Clear a Great Name of Taint— 
What His Followers in Ireland Say 
of the Statement Now Made—Peculiar 
Features Attending the Will Suit 
Comprimise—English Topics. 


DUBLIN, Nov. 21.—The report of the settle- 
ment of the Wood will case has caused much 
talk inthiscity. The Parnellites have been 
confident that Parnell would clear his name. 
The exact nature of his exculpation has been 
only whispered among the leaders since his 
death, but to-day the SUNDAY PostT-DIsPaTcH 
correspondent secured the story from one of 
the late leader’s nearest friends. 

When Mr. Parnell first met Mrs. O’Shea 
she was far from happy with her husband, 
but as the laws of divorce in Great Britain 
are very strict, there was no chance of her 

getting a divorce from the Captain. She isa 
most charming and intellectual woman and 


her admiration for the Irish leader 
gradually ripened into love. 
Parnell soon reciprocated the 
affection, but both heand Mrs. O’Shea had 


too high a sense of instinctive morality to 
commit any sin. 

For a long time this went on, the lady not 
caring forand uncared of her husband and 
loving and loved by Mr. Parnell. If she had 
been free or a widow the Irish leader would 
at once have married her, but tied as she was 
to Capt. O’Shea, a strong, healthy man, 
there seemed to be no hope of her regaining 
her freedom. In Great Britain, a husband 
may be guilty of adultery and all the wife 
can obtain is a judicial separation; to get a 
divorce she must also prove either desertion, 
cruelty or drunkenness. These being the 
facts, there remained but one thingto do; 
that was to force Capt. O’Shea to sue for a 
civorce. 

PARNELL’S PLAN.

FRENCH POLITICS. 

The smooth surface which tor some months 
past has been maintained in French politics, 
has, during the last few days, been consid- 
erably ruffled by two distinct currents. The 
moderate Republican party, or perhaps it 
might be fair to say the Republican majority, 
upon which the Government depends, has 
been reminded that both on its right and its 
left there are difficuities which have been 
postponed rather than overcome. 

The action of M. De Failleires, Minister of 
Instruction and Public Worship, regarding 
the Pantheon incident has led to a sharp 
conflict between the Government and the 
Ultramontane section of the clergy which 
render less easy the absorption into the re- 
public of the still outstanding Monarchist 
groups. On the other hand, the debate that 
took place im the Chamber of Deputies on 
Friday upon the interpeliation of M. Ernest 
Boche brought M. Miller and u.

REVOLT IN PERSIA. 


HOW REBELLIONS ARE SUPPRESSED BY THE 
KING OF KINGS. 

TEHERAN, Nov. 21.—The Mujtahid, or High 
Priest, of the Shiah Sect, which is the pre- 
dominant religious sect of Persia, its follow- 
ers numbering nearly 7,000,000, recently fo- 
menteda revolt in Mazanderan, a province 
in Northern Persia, The Government took 
prompt measures to suppress the revolt and 
a body of troops was sentto restore order 
and to place the high priest under arrest. 

The rebels were prepared, however, and 
made a determined resistance against the 
Shah’s soldiers. They had entrenchad them- 
selves and refused to surrender. Orders were 
then given to attack the stronghold of the 
rebels, and a long and desperate battle en- 
sued, but the rebels were finally defeated, 
after 200 of their number had been killed. 

The loss of the troops was twenty killed. A 
large number of the rebels were taken 
prisoners, and it is expected that summary 
justice will be meted to them. Among the 
prisoners is the High Priest, to whose 
machinations the whole trouble is due. 


ON AUSTRIA’S FRONTIER. 


RUSSIAN TROOPS APPEAR ON THE GALICIAN 


BOUN DART. 


VIENNA, Nov. 21.—Two Russian army di- 
visions, consisting of four regiments of in- 
fantry, four regiments of cavalry anda bri- 
gade of artillery, have suddenly made their 
appearance at Dubno, near the Calician fron- 
tier of Austro-Hungary. Dubno is on a line 
of railways leading to the Austrian city of 
Lemberg, and the troops are well situatea 
fora sudden move into Austrian territory 
should war arise, but it is strenuously denied 
by the officers in command that such a pos- 
sible contingency has anything to do with 
presence of troops in that particular lo- 
cality. 

The explanation given out to account for 
the concentration of such a formidable body 
of men on the frontier of a neighboring and 
presumably friendly state is that the famine 
prevailing ih certain quarters of Russia has 
made it necessary to change the location of 
various corps,and in the redistribution of the 
forces these two divisions have been ordered 
into Volhynia merely because that was the 
most economical disposition that could be 
made of them. 

The incident seems to some to furnish com- 
ment upon the recent statement of Emperor 
Francis Joseph, made to a party from Galicia, 
that the famine in Russia increases the 
chances of war; an official utterence whose 
depressing effect upon European bourses is 
still apparent.

How the News of the Imperial Decrees 
Affects the World’s Markete—The 
Views of German Bankers on the Situa- 
tion—It Is a Measure of Retaliation 
Against Germany—A Semi-Official 
Statement From St. Petersburg. 


BERLIN, Nov. 21.—The ukase of the Russian 
Czar prohibiting the export of wheat is the 
leading topic to-night tn the German capital. 
Certainly it was not a surprise, but still it 
emphasizes the belief that in some degree it 
is a measure of retaliation for the 
failure of Russia’s Finance Minister to 
negotiate a loan from Berlin bankers. 
The asco which the French syndicate made 
of the last Russian loan has enormousty in- 
creased the financial difficulties of Russia, 
M. Vishnegradsky has been forced to relieve 
the syndicate of £3,000,000 of the £20,000,000 
Offered, The public official denial that 
the Rothschilds have taken over 45, 000, 0 
is partly true. Bonds amounting to £8,000, -.- 
000 have been placed in the Rothschild: 
keeping, with no responsibility at- 
tached to their future issue through 
the firm, and the French syndicate re- 
HNeved of a burden of £6,000,000 which 
the Russian treasury hoped to receive. Thus 
Russia instead of having realized sixteen 
millions on the loans obtains only nine 
miimons. The refusal of the German Govern- 
ment to permit bankers to bolster up the 
Russian credit ends for a long time to come 
the chances of Russia borrowing money 
abroad and strengthens the chances of peace. 

A statement published by the St. Peters- 
burg Oficial Messenger on the condition 
of the imperial finances and its 
relation to the famine was telegraphed here 
to-night as an authoritative declaration, 
Aiming to minimize the dangers of the situa- 
tion, the statement Degins by announcing that 
stocks of grain after the prohibition of ex- 
port will be sufficient forthe population un- 
til the next harvest. A falling off tn the rev- 
enue is admitted, but the Oficial Messenger 
Geciares that this will not substantially in- 
fluence the equilibrium of the budget. The 
sum of the Oficial Messenger’s statement is 
that Russia has plenty of grain and au abund- 
ance of money for the time being. 

TOLSTOI'S DEMAND. 

Count Lyof Tolstoi has published an ener- 
getic demand that the government declare 
without delay whether the stock of grain is 
sufficient to last through next summer. 
Count Tollstolt advocates the purchase of 
corn in America, in time to protect the 
country from famine and the terrible social 
disturbance that is certain to attend sucha 
condition of affairs. Tolstoi contends, from 
bis own personal calculations, that the stock 
of grain will not be sufficient, and that the 
Government’s reply guaranteeing enough to 
feed the people until the next harvest if falsi- 
fied, will lead to a revolution in which Toistot 
says he will ald. Count Tolstol’s daughters, 
Latiore and Marie, have opened a free 
refectory for the famine-stricken near hig 
estate. All those persons who are in dire 
necessity here geta good meal but they are 
forbidden to take food away with them, the 
Count foreseeing that if they were allowed te 
carry food away they might barter it for 
drink. 

In Berlin at noon the quotations for wheat 
for November and December delivery was 733 
marks per 1,00 Kilos. Later wheat has fur- 
ther advanced two points on the strength of 
the ukase.

NEW YORKE’S BIG EFFORT TO WIN THE 


PRIZE. 


Nearly All the Committeemen on the 
Ground—Delegates From the West Said 
to Be Solid Against Gotham—Claims 
Made to Secure the Convention—Chi- 
cago the Dark Horse Feared by All. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 21,—New York is 
decidedly in the ascendency to-night, This 
is not intended to gay that she has completely 
distanced all of her competitors, but that her 
desire to secure the convention has now been 
emphatically declared,and her claims are 
generally conceded to be exceedingly strong. 
The special train bearing the New York dele- 
gation reached here about4o’clock. A few 
of the delegates took carriages for the Arling- 
ton, but the large majority of the Gothamites 
walked up the avenue with their grips in 
their hands, Walking two abreast they made 
a decidedly striking appearance. A purple 
badge bearing the words, ‘‘New York,’’ and 
pinned on the lappel of their coats told the 
story of their presence in town. They cre- 
ated a sensation when they reached the 
hotel. 

New York seemed for halfan hour to have 
entire possession of the house. The Omaha 
people, and those from Minneapolis, Cincin- 
cinnati, San Francisco and Detroit all 
swarmed out of their headquarters to inspect 
the latest arrivals, but altogether they did 
not equal in numbers the hustlers from the 
metropolis. Things upon the instant took on 
so earnest an air in favor of New York that a 
sort of gloom settled down over the head- 
quarters of the other delegations. 

The New Tork headquarters, by the way, 
have been moved down stairs, and are com- 
modious and attractively decorated, They 
have been crowded with visitors ever since 
the delegation arrived, and a good deal of 
hard work is being done. Mr. Fassett, Mr. 
Vrooman, Col, Shepherd, Mr. Lounsbury of 
Connecticut and Judge Lawrence are direct- 
ing New York’s campaign. Until to-day the 
impression has prevailed here that New York 
was not in earnest in her convention talk. 
The charge was made that it was an idle 
demonstration on the part of the metropolis. 
This afternoon’s developments, however, 
have shown the very contrary to be the case. 

FOR POLITICAL REASONS. 

Speaking on this point, a New York dele- 
gate said in the presence ofa large company 
at the Arlington, to-day: ‘‘New York wants 
the convention, and is going to get it. We 
ask it tor political reasons. New Yorkisa 
close State, and has been badly treated.

RAFTER RETURNS. 


The Missing East St. Louis Educator 
With His Friends, 


STRANGE FEATURES ATTENDING HIS 
MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE, 


His Actions Those of a Person Suffering 
From Some Acute Mental or Nervous 
Strain—Remembers Little About His 
Wanderings—Had Not Been Orinking— 
His Brother’s Explanation, 


prof. Frank V. Rafter; the ex-Superintend- 
ent of Public Schools in East St. Louis and 
Public School Principal, was taken in charge 
on Sixth and Walnut streets yesterday 
evening by Officer Ryder and taken 
to the Four Courts. Prof. Rafter was 
principal of the Garfield School in East

Young 
asked Mr. Rafter many questions,to which he 
gave very curt replies or positively refused 
toanswer. Thinking the man was deranged, 
Capt. Young sent him to the Dispensary, 

ACTED STRANGELY. 

Dr. Steinmetz put Mr. Rafter through a 
rigid cross questioning and failed as Capt. 
Young did to obtain any information from 
bim. He was remanded to his cell and his 
brother, James J. Rafter, the attorney-at- 
law in East St. Louis, was sent for. Before 
be arrived a SUnpaY Posr-Disrarc reporter 
calied on Mr. Rafter in the holdover.

PENNSYLVANIA OUTLAWS. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Nov. 21.—There is to be an 
earnest effort made to hunt down the gang of 
highwaymen who have so long infested the 
mountain region of Fayette County in this 
State. The band is known as the Cooley 
gang, being led by the Cooley brothers, who 
have long defied the authorities of 
the State. The Fayette County authori- 
ties have been unable to cope with 
the outlaws. It was in self-defense 
and protection to their familiesand proper- 
ties that respectable and prominent citizens 
of that county have asked for assistance from 
the Pittsburg police in hunting down the 
fugitive criminals. ‘‘For heaven’s sake, 
don’t allow our names to reachthe public 
prints,’’ they said at police headquarters 
yesterday, our families would be killed and 
our property would be destroyed if the 
Cooleys knew we were responsible for turn-

Cooleys are both natives of 
southern Fayette County. Frank Cooley, 
the leader. is a burly, desperate 100k- 


ing character. He is about 85 years old. 
His brother is probably five years younger, 
and their companions, four or five in num- 
ber, range in age from 20 to O years. All are 
robust, hearty fellows, and ail dress strictly 


after the wild Western fashion. They

They 
walked away and disappeared in the moun- 

ins.

WORK OF FOOTPADS 


Several Persons Attacked Last Night 
in North St. Louis. 


THE POLICE SUCCEED IN MAKING ONE 
ARREST. 


Wm. Parsons, August Berndt and Miss 
Dora Eifler Held Up by Robbers—Wm. 
Coughlin, When Arrested on Sus- 
picion, Tries to Throw Away a Re- 
volver—Police News. 


A gang of footpads began work last night 
inthe Fourth District, which has been un- 
molested foralongtime from this class of 

inals. Their work was daring, too. 
Three cases were reported within an hour, 
and in eachinstance the attacks were made 
in thickly settled portions of the district and 
just about sunset. The gang swooped down 
so suddenly that the police were taken un- 
awares and were doubtless as much surprised 
as were the victims themselves. Wm. Par- 
sons, a workman, residing at No. 1114 Mont- 
gomery street, while on his way home from 
work and while walking onthe east side of 
Twelfth, between Chambers and Madison 
streets, Was assaulted by an athletic-looking 
negro for the purpose of robbery. Parsons, 
who is a pretty well put up fellow himself, 
made a vigorous resistance and managed to 
get away from the highwayman without 
havinganythingtaken from him. He said 
the negro was walking behind him, and just 
as the middle of the block was reached he 
slipped up behind him, throwing one of his 
arms around his neck, and with the other 
trying toreach his pockets. He described 
his assailant as being about 19 years old, 5 
feet 9 or 10 inches high, weighing 140 pounds, 
and dressed ina dark sack coat, white hat 
with a high crown and wide black band. He 
followed the negro some distance but the latter 
was more fleet of foot and escaped down 
through a dark alley, nearthe scene of the 
attack,

“SWALLOWED UP. UP, 


A Conduit Caves in and Engulfs Four 
Workmen. 


MEN’S LIVES SNUFFED OUT IN 
TWINELING OF AN EYE. 


THE 


Some of the Laborers Nearly Killed by Gas 
Poisoning—The Disaster an Inexplic- 
able One—Brooklyn’s Water Supply 
Seriously Threatened—No Place to Lay 
the Damage. 


New Tonk, Noy. 21.—Loose sand caved 
in upon a trench at the corner of Crescent 
street and Liberty avenue, Brooklyn, yester- 
day afternoon and four men were killed and 
three injured. 

The accident may cause a water famine in 
Brooklyn. For three years Contractors 
Crawford and Valentine have been engaged 
in laying what is known as the 
auxiliary water pipe for the Brooklyn Water 
works. It runs alongside the old conduit 
which is the only supply of the reservoirs. 
The water comes from the Hempstead water 
shed. The old conduit is built 
of brick and stone. It is 10 feet in 
diameter and supplies the two old reservoirs, 
each having acapacity of 76,000,000 gallons. 
The new tron pipe, which is 42 inches in 


diameter, will supply the ew reser- 
voir with its capacity 0 100, 000, - 
000 gallons. The place where the accident 


occurred is abouta quarter of a mile from 
the pumping station. The trench at that 
point is abont 25 feet deep and 8 feet wide. 
Besides the old and new conduits there is an 
S- inch main belonging to the Long Island 
Water Supply Co., and a gas main of the 
Long Island Gas Co. 

The excavation laid three pipes bare. The 
derrick and engine for lowering the huge 
sections of iron pipe into the trench ran 
back and forth on a track a distance of 
sixty feet. When a section was lowered 
the derrick and engine rested upon the 
part that had been filled in. The trench was 
shored carefully and braced strongly. Seven- 
ty-five men, the majority Italians, were 
working upon the trench y

occurred with such startling suddenness! 
The shoring seemed to melt away, and the 
sand rushed together like mad waters. There 
was nocry of warning, no screams for help. 
Everybody was dazed. The Italians trem- 
bled, and many ran away shaking with fear. 
But others wasted little time. They started 
to work like demons clearing away the sand 
in the hope of finding some of their com- 
panions. Supt. Oranford directed them. 

Of the six men three, who were only par- 
tially buried, escaped. Had they been com- 
pletely covered, there would have been no 
hope forthem. Many ofthe rescurers suf- 
fered from gas polsoning. Dennis Slover be- 
came unconscious, but he revived at the 


hospital. 

After nearly two hours’ work the men had 
made little impression upon the sand. They 
seemed no nearer the men who were buried 
than when they commenced. It was then 
about 8 o’clock, when suddenly there was 
another slide. A little Italian was working 
in a sort of hole, throwing paving stones. 
He was near the part of the trench that was 
not wrecked. Like a flash of lightning he 
disappeared. The earth literally swallowed 
him up. An alarm was quickly 
given anda score of men began to dig for 
him. They worked for three hours in vain. 
The rushing water in the conduit had carried 
him away, bringing the list of missing up to 
four. A few seconds after§that the water was 
turned off. 

At 6 p. m. Contractors Crawford & Valen- 
tine put on a force of 200 men to dig for the 
missing ones through the night. If the bodies 
were not recovered by daylight, they said, 
another force would then take up the work. 
„It was all over in a flash, said Mr, 
Crawford. ‘‘It was the swiftest cave-in I 
ever seen. It cannot be said that the sides 
were insufficiently braced. I think the old 
conduit caved in first and caused the slide.“ 
Chief Engineer Finnegan of the Water De- 
partment was at the scene of the accident 
early inthe afternoon. He said the break in 
the conduit was a serious matter. 
All of Brooklyn’s water sup ppl ly 
comes through 3 828 n 
Brooklyn uses 50.000 lions of water 
every twenty-four hoy ge esupply inthe. 
reservoirs now will last thirty-six hours. If 
we cannot repair the conduit by 6 o’clock to- 
morrow morning we shall have a water 
famine in Brooklyn.

THE PROGRESS MADE BY sr. LOUIS 
WITHIN THE PAST TEN YEARS.

As Shown by Eleventh Census Reports, 
and as Set Forth by the Superintendent 
of the Census— Mr. Porter’s Brilliant 
Address Before the Commercial Club 
Last Night. 


Before an audience of the representative 
* eitizens of St. Louis on the invitation of the 


perintendent of the Eleventh United States 
Census, spoke last night at the St. Louis 
Club-house on the manufacturing and com- 
mercial importance of st. Louls, as dis- 
closed in the special inquiry relating to man- 
ufactyres, undertaken in connection with 
the Eleventh Census, and concerning which 
certainly no one could discourse more 
authoritatively. 

Mr. Porter read largely from printed 
**proofs,’’ but was by no means confined 
thereto. He held the undivided attention of 
his hearers, and was frequently with expres- 
sions of approval, and closed his really brill- 
fant eulogism of St. Louis amid generous ap- 
plause. 

Mr. Porter began with an interesting refer- 
ence to nature’s habit of causing her largest 
riverstorun past the largest towns, but he 
put the order somewhat differently. 

At the rate of growth of the last decadò, 
he said, ‘‘the metropolitan district of New 
York will in twenty-five years exceed in 
population the metropolitan district of Lon- 
don, the area of the two districts being about 
the same, and the decade will bring the 


lation of Chicago up to that of Berlin, of 
Pn ladelphia up to that of Vienna, and St. 
Louis up to that of the world’s great em- 
— of commerce on the Mersey, Liver - 


pool. 

Then followed reference to our baving 
reached in the United States what will be 
known in ang Md ee epoch of municipal 
and industrial nn the parallel of 
which can not be found in the history of any 
nation, ancient or modern. An 222 in 
which we bave added in ten years 7 000 to 
the population of our towns and cities, An 
epoch in which the urban population sud- 
denly leaped from 22% in 1880 to nearly 30 per 
cent of the aggregate population in 1890, and 
in which the cities of 8,000 population 
and upward doubled in number in 
twenty years. An epoch in which the 
Southern States, heretofore given over to 
cotton, grain and tobacco, have felled for- 
ests, developed cities, leveled mountains, 
built railroads, constructed blast furnaces 
and lighted them at the. funeral pyre o 
slavery. An epoch which has witnessed the 
development of the coal, the tron ore and the 
pig iron resources of these same agricultural 
Southern States toa int where these in- 
dustries equalin tons Of product the total 
production of bituminous coal, of iron ore 
and pig iron of the nation in 1870. An epoch 
which can point to a cotton manufacturing 
industry in che cotton belt itself employing 
nearly as many handsinits cotton mills as 
the State of Massachusetts, the Lancaster of 
America, did in 1870. An epoch 
which has witnessed a rise and rog- 
ress of American manufactures that have 
placed the United Statesinthe first rank as 
A manufacturing as well as an 
agricultural nation. An epoch that has 
put American industrial a in many im- 
portant branches on as high a plane as Euro- 
pean, and has demonstrated that in original- 
ity in artistic work, in the application of 
science to manufacture, in all that relates to 
the technology of industries, the American 
artisan is as weil equippedas his foreign 
rival, while in the important sphere of inven- 
tion he far excels him. An epoch in which 

a the wealth and variety of our infinite 
resources have dawned upon the whole 
nation. Anepoch that must bind together 
all the geographical divisions of this vast 
continent as never before bound. 

Criticism of some ofthe returns of the cen- 
sus must, the speaker said, give way toas- 
tonishment and gratitude at the progressand 
prosperity ofthe Kepublic. While some of 
the reports—especially those relating to 
mortgage indebtedness of individuals and 

rivate corporations, for example—point to 
he folly and dangers of reckless borrowing, 
and ourreports on internal transportation 
show the shortsightedness of not keeping up 
the improvements of our great waterways, 
the majority of all the reports relating to the 
wealth, industry, commercial and agricul- 
tural progress of the nation show a healthful 
— 5 on a foundation that is as solid, as 
asting, and as deeply imbedded as the gran- 
ite rocks of our Eastern shores. 

‘*While the material progress of the coun- 
try has been most satisfactory,’’ said the 
speaker, ‘‘the moral and intellectual ad- 
vancement of the nation has been marked, 
The eleventhcensus will show that the pub- 
lic schoolis penetrating far into the desert of 
ignorance which slavery bequeathed us in 
the South. The percentage of increase in 
school enrollment and attendance is far in 
excess of the percentage of increase of 
population in all the Southern States, dem- 
onstrating that enlightenment is rapidly 
overtaking ignorance inthe localities where 
illiteracy predominates. I do not believe any 
fair-mindeu man can study the results of the 
census thus far obtained and deny that upon 
the whole the condition of the people of the 
United States is 8 improving. Weare 
emerging from the chaotic condition ofa

reason of their superiority over the local 
burglar fraternity as regards intelligence, 
cleverness and the use of original tools. 


The domestic burglars, who infest certain 


towns or certain districts, follow a certain

system, of which preparation tor the nefari- 
ous enterprise is the principal part. No local 
burglar undertakes a job which has not been 
carefully investigated. 


The international burglars, who seem to 


have infested Germany in particular, pay 
no attention whatever to preparations, con- 
centrating their efforts upon the great daring 
of the attack, They suddenly appear in 
cities which they intend to burglarize, and a 
few Gays afterwards commit extensive and 
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sense deputies of a lar association which 
follows e business of burglary ‘‘en gros. 
These emissaries are supplied with plenty of 
means, appear in fine styleinthe cities! 
which they commit their depredations, sto 
at first-class hotels only, avall themselves o 
the best traveling accommodations an 
aq connections, and differ in 
nothing from the most respectable traveling 
Dlic. Their allowances are naturally 
arge, as the firm by their clever work earn 
in many cases 100,00 marks and more. Th 
deputies, who commit the crime, remit the 
ncipal amount to the central office, but 
are paid a specified amount for each burg- 
lary. No doubt they rob their own associ. 
ates besides, although such an offense, 
when discovered, is severely punished, 
The amounts realized by these international 
criminals are made evident by the fact, that 
over 800,000 marks in cash were found in the 
dwellings of the London burglars who last 
ear committed the great diamond robbery 
mn Munich, while one of the robbers had 
sewed in the lining of his clothes over 10

RAPID TRANSIT. 


Any one returning to st. Louis at the pres- 
ent time after an absence of five or ten years 
would be struck with amazement at the vast 
changesand the many improvements that 


were noticeable in that short time. One of 
the greatest and most important improve- 
ments of late years has been in the street 
railroads of the city. Up to within a few 
years ago every line in the city was operated 
by horse or mule power, a number of the 
roads being equipped with the diminu- 
tive bobtail cars noted only for their dis- 
comfort and the snail’s pace at which they 
moved. Now all that is changed as hy the 
wave of a magician’s wand. First the horses 
and mules were superseded on a few of the 
leading lines by the cable system, and within 
the past year the majority of the roads have 
retired the plodding quadrupeds and now 
whirl their passengers at railroad speed 
in comfortable cars moved by elec- 
tricity, and the remaining roads that 
still cling to horse-power are making ar- 
rangements to change their motive power 
to electricity as soon as ble. The cry of 
the public is for rapid transit, and the street 
railroad companies, realizing the fact that it 
must be heeded, are making their prepara- 
tions accordingly. In fact, it is to rapid 
transit that many attribute the rapid and 
substantial growth of the city at different 
points, business men and others since the in- 
troduction of electric and cable roads being 
enabled to reach the most distant 
points in forty minutes, whereas 
under the horse car regime two and three 
hours were formerly required to make the 
same distance. 

It is safe to assert that no other city in the 
country at the present day possesses as many 
and well conducted and equipped lines of 
street railroads operated. by cable and elec- 
tricity, assuring rapid transit with comfort, 
as St. Louls. Strangers from other cities 
visiting St. Louis are forcibly struck with 
that idea, and all agree that our street car 
system and facilities are about as near per- 
fect as possible. 

Mr. P. C. Matt, the President of the Missouri 
Railroad Co., embracing the Olive street 
cable line, the Market street and Laclede 
avenue electric lines, was seen at the office 
of the company, on Dexter and Compton 
avenues, by a representative of the Post- 
DISPATCH and in conversation intimated that 
for certain places anã purposes that the cable 
system operated even better than the 
electric lines, especially on a straight road, 
but that on a line with many curves the over- 
head electric sytem was betteP than the 
cable. As an evidence of the popularity of the 
cable system the gentleman cited the case of 
New York City, with tts vast network of 
street railroads, and in every instance where 
the horse has been withdrawn as a motive 
power the cable has been substituted. On 
the Broadway and Third.

von Moltke’s Criticism of Prince Frederick 
Charles What He Thought of the Red 
Prince’s Blunder—Steinmets Suffered 
for the Fault of a Royal Personage—The 
Battle of Sedan, 


Inthe short space which remains to me I 
only propose in this article to deal with the 
earlier phase of the Franco-German war. I 
shall endeavor to select from what Von 
Moltke has written about it, those comments 
in which he deals with those debatable ques- 
tions on which the Staff History is silent, or 
which it has not ventured to g@riticise or to 
pronounce upon authoritatively. 

At the battle of Mars la Tour, as every mm- 
tary student knows. the third German army 
corps under Alvensleben, with two divisions 
of cavalry, held the whole French army at 
bay. Seven hours of hard fighting were en- 
dured before any assistance arrived. In the 
evening, just before dark, Prince Frederick 
Charles reached the battlefield and assumed 
command, Before that time, the tenth corps 
had also arrived upon the ground, 


and some other slight reinforce- 
ments had been received, but no 
more could be hoped for. All that could now 


be expected or desired was to retain the ad- 
vantages already ed. Yet*the Red Prince 
ordered a gene attack upon the whole 
French front by the very inferior force then 
at his disposal, This was undoubtedly a very 
serious blunder, and the mode in which Von 
Moltke conveys to his reader that he i _

Neverthe- 
less, a t 7 p. m., an order of the headquar.- 
ters (of the Second ) decreed a renewed 
and neral advance upon the enemy’s 
osi „He then describes the un- 
ortunate and fruitless result of this — 2 
alrea so well known, but not clearly in- 
dicated in the official history. 

Again, further on, hitting the Red Prince 
with still more directness, he thus comments 
upon the movements which immediately 
preceded the battle of Gravelotte: ‘‘As the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Second army 
ordered the Twelfth to form the ex- 
treme left of that army, although it was 
then on its right, a considerable delay ensued 
through the crossing of the columns.’’ The 
result of this ill-judged order was that the 
Guard Corps was not able to advance until 
nearly 9 o’clock a. m. This was a serious 
matter; it hada ve—it might have been a 
disastrous— upon the issue of the bat- 
tie fought,as it was, under such Har con- 
ditions. he reader must remember that in 
this, the greatest battle of the war, the 
greatest since the days of Napoleon, th 
sides fought with their backs to their 
enemy’s country. The German Army, mov 
ing into position from the south, had to form 
linetoits right by successive army corps. 
It was consequently of the utmost im . 
ance that this line shoula be formed with the 
least possible loss of time. The orders for 
this battle were issued at 2a. m., and it was 
light enough to have moved easily at3a. m. 
A delay of six most important hours followed 
therefore upon this definite mistake on the 
part of Prince Frederick Charlies. 

But if Count von Moltke is ready to point 
out the errors of others, he gy oR! pre- 
pared to find fault with himself. e tells us 
't was a mistake on to have allowed 
the German Second Army Corps, which only 
reached the field of battle late in the even- 
ing, to attack when it did. The hour was too 
late to admit of useful result from such 
an attack then, and the services of such an 
army corps intact would have been invalu- 
abie the following day. 

He does not record witb equal clearness his 
opinion upon the causes of the other disasters 
which befell the Germans in this battle. He 
assumes those causes are now Very generally 
well known and he evidently does not wish to 
write anything that might be distasteful in 
very high quarters. This is very natural, but 
when royal personages hold commands in 
the feld they must expect to have their con- 
duct and actions as closely criticised by those 
who write upon the war as would be the do- 
ings of Gens.

A Railroad Freight Agent Expleins an 
Interesting Reilroad Problem. 


Just at present the papers have a good deal 
to say about the car famine, and the dis. 
patches almost daily announce that rolling 
stock for the transportation of grain cannot 
be had. The reader will also probably recall 
that tbe car famine is of annual occurrence, 
and thatevery year the same old wail goes 
up. The natural inference is that there is a 
dearth of cars, and that the only solution of 


the trouble lies in the buflding of a great 
many more cars than are at present in use. 

It was only yesterday, however, that a ralil- 
road man high up in the freight department 
of one of the roads that havea local terminus 
in East Louis, took occasion to advance the 
unique theory that there are plenty of cars 
now in commission, and that the ral 
roads themselves are alone to blame 
for their troubles. ‘‘It is not the lack of 
cars,’’ said he, that is responsible for 
the car famine, but the lack of busi- 
ness methods on the or the 
railroads. Some roads employ a vast num 
ber of freight cars and some roads have a 
very few. The latter roads prey upon the 
well equlpped roads and detaintheir cars 
for local freighting.

RAILROADS REPORT INCREASED EARN- 
INGS AND RAILROAD STOCK BOOMING. 


Great Inquiry for Industrial Stocks — 
Cotton Weaker— The Loan Market 
‘Basy—Some Features of the Situation 
Discouraging tothe South. 


NEw YOr«K, Nov. 21.—Affairs on the Stock 
Exchange were so monotonous early in the 
week that any change inthe situation would 
have been welcomed by brokers and traders 
alike. 

Last week the St. Paul 
showed an increase of $140,000, 
the Atchison an increase of $113,000, 
and other Western lines proportionately 
large gains. A prominent official of one of 
the leading granger roads in a letter toa 
friend in this city,in which he responded toa 
request for information about the outlook, 
makes the statement that so far 
as his company is concerned there is busi- 
ness enough in sight to give it employment 
from now on until the opening of the World's 
Fair in 18938, when all the leading roads cen- 
tering in Chicago are expected to enjoy an 
altogether phenomenal business. 

Probably the bestfixed of all the roads in 
point of actual netresults are the Eastern 
trunk lines. These have matters well syste- 
matized, having for several years spent large 
sums of money for improvements which per-

they are destined to get the

These roads at present get their revenue 
chiefly from east-bound tonnage.

WOMEN WHO STEAL. 


The Big Shops Are Their Favorite Haunts 
During the Busy Seasons. 

Several cases of shoplifting have been re- 
ported within the past two weeks from the 
large St. Louis stores. These thefts are not 
always the work of criminals and are not so 
regarded by the considerate managers of the 
bazaars, who frequently allow detected cases 
to pass without directing official or public at- 


tention to them. They are recognized often 
as sad and humiliating cases of kleptomania. 
As the holiday*season approaches, the big 
bazaars become daily more and more 
thronged with women. The dangers of loss 
through shoplifting increase as Christmas 
and New Year’s approach. Thus, the pro- 
prietors avail themselves at this season of 
every safeguard against a dangerous class 
of customers, ‘whose mission is to plunder 
instead of to purchase.

WILD BEASTS ARE SOLD. 


The Market Where Circuses and Museums 
Purchase Their Curiosities and Wiig 
Animals — Perils of Expeditions i, 
Search of Living Treasures.

HAMBURG, Nov. 10.—There are strange pro. 
fessions in this world and but few could out. 
rival that of the proprietor of the firm of 
Hagenbeck, Hamburg. The firm has Its 
headquarters in St. Paul’s, that tll-reputay 
suburb of the old Hansa town, where sailors 
ofall nations congregate. From outside tne 
building looks like a plain storehouse, but in 
the 500x600 yards it occupies animals from all 
zones and countries are crowded together. 
The bold, soaring condor from the highest 
mountain peaks of the Andes is represenieq, 
as well as the strong, ferocious gorilla from 
the primeval) woods in Africa. 
Showing my card of admission, I was jn. 
troduced tapne of the keepers. They seem 
tobe a set of energetic men, who, armeg 
with bowie Knives and revolvers, are willing 
to dare any danger. 
My conductor was a little, muscular, clean. 
shaven man who had already spent ten years 
in the service and was therefore acquainted 
with all the peculiarities of his profession. 
The majority of the Keepers are excellent 
marksmen,’’ he related, and acquainteq 
with an explorer’s life, being sent out as 
assistants in the expeditions. My last trip 
was to South Africa. We had a great time 
with the ostriches, which, like the natives, 
we chased on horseback, throwing the bola 
(a ball attached to a string) after them.

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 21.—The advent of the 
telephone, which enabled us not only to con- 
verse through hundreds of miles of wire, but 
to recognize the voices of our friends, and 
the report of a few years agothat one’s au- 
togra ph could be faithfully reproduced at the 
distant end of a line set us all to. wondering 
if the time would come when we should see 
by electricity. On account of the subtlety of

But there has 
recently been invented a process 


by which photographs can be transmitted to 
any distance and reproduced in the form of 
half tones similar to the reproductions 80 
much used in illustrated journals. This 
process is the invention of N. S. Amstutz, of 
this city, and is known as the electo-auto- 
graph. The process is founded on the use of 
the undulatory or varying currents of elec- 
tricity, somewhat on the principleof the 


telephone, the transmitting instrument 
being actuated indirectly by the 
varying degrees of light instead 


of by sound waves as with the telephone; 
transmitted to send a view, it is photo- 
graphed on what is known asa ‘stripping 
fim, composed of gelatine and bichromate 
of potassium, a mixture that is sensitive to 
light. It becomes exceedingly hard when 
exposed, but readily dissolves when shielded 
from the light. Aftertaking the picture on 
the film, it is washed carefully with luke- 
warm water, which removes the portions not 
acted on by the light and leaves the rest 
in relief. Thus far there is nothing in the 
process that is new to newspaper 
work. The film is next taken from the glass 
plate and mounted upon a sheet of celluloid, 
which is wrapped around a perfectly true 
cylinder, mounted to permit of turning.

LIBRARY DAY. 


A Suggestion for Making Collections for 


the Schools of the State. 
Prof. George L. Osborne, for sixteen years 


President of the Warrensburg State Normal 

School, has written the following letter sug- 

ee the appointment of a ‘‘Library 
ay:’’ 


When there is a desire to keep before the minds of 


the people any important event, or to unite them in 
support of a public enterprise, it is found expedient 
to set aside one day of the year when the public mind 
may be devoted exclusively to this purpose. The 
church recognizes this fact when it institutes the 
solemn fast of Good Friday, or the feast of 
Easter.“ The nation recognizes it in the setting 
aside of Thanksgiving Day or the ‘‘Fourth of July.’ 


When a few years ago attention was drawn tw the 


barren appearance of the school yards throughout 
our State, an attempt was made to create an interest 
in beautifying them. Arbor Day’’ was established 
and the minds of the patrons of our public schools 
were directed to the planting of trees. The result is 
already apparentin the improved appearance of our 
— — yards and the increased interest in school 


airs. 
There is at present in our public schools a need 


more pressing, even, than the improvement of the 
school surroundings. While it is necessary to culti- 
vate the pupils’ aesthetic taste by beautiful surround- 
ings, it is equally important to cultivate a taste for 
the pure and beautiful in literature. This can be 
done only by presenting to them proper readin 
matter and giving a sufficient quantity of it.
